Eben Pennell, one of the oldest citi- 


zens of Bedford, died early Sunday 
morning. The decease! was a son of 
Jabez and Mercy Pennell and was 
born at Bar Mills, Me., February 13, 


1S16. 
He cams to this place in 1S39 


Oa November 12,1S43, he was united in 
marriage to Miss Mary A. Over, daugh- 
ter of John Over, of Bedford, by Rev. 
Jacob Zeigler, at that time pastor of 
the Reformed church here. This union 
was blessed with eleven children, six 
of whom are still living, namely, Mrs. 
Kate Radebaugb.of Butler; Mrs. Annie 
T. Welshonce, of Everett; Miss Lou 
Pennell at home; Mrs. Lillie S Bare- 
foot, of Weyant; George S. Pennell and 
Attorney Edward M. Pennell, of Bad- 
ford. 
His oldest son died while in the 


service of the United States, being a 
private in the 7Gth Regiment of In- 
fantry. His grandmother died at the 
age of 104 years and his grandfather 
passed away while serving in the revo- 
lutionary war. His great grandfather 
served throughout that c onflict and was 
ninety-seven years old when he an- 
swered the final summons. Mr. Pennell 
is also survived by these brothers and 
sisters: A L. Pennell, of Pittsfield, 
N. H ; Oliver Pennell, Mrs. Either 
Mercy Sanderson, Mrs. Eudoxa Sweat, 
of Bar Mills, Me.; Mrs. Ruth Burnham, 
of Biddeford, Me. Mr. Pennell follow- 
ed carpentering until 1»33 and built a 
large number of houses in Bedford, 
among them being those of Abram Co- 
valt and E. F. Kerr. He did his first 
work on a brick house at the Springs. 
He became ill last March, with salt 
rheum on the ankle, the result of 
an injury received many years before, 
and although he suffered intensely he 
never complained. He was raised a 
Congregationalist, but in early man- 
hood joined the Reformed church. He 
lived in stirring times and often enter- 
tained his friends by relating incidents 
of the early political campaigns when 
men rolled huge balls from Cumber- 
land to Bedford and instead of bands 
had singing clubs at the mass meet- 
ings. 


la religion, Mr. Pennell was faithful 


and consistent; in politics, he was firm 
but fair-minded; in his relations with 
his fellow-men, he was upright and 
honest. A notable trait of his character 
was his unselfishness and his interest 
in the comfort and welfare of others. 
He was a great reader and his mind 
was a well-fil-ed store-house of knowl- 
edge of past and present events of 
interest.

The measure authorizes the 
constable to take up and detain any 
horses, cattle, sheep or hogs running 
at large in any street, square or alley 
in the borough. 
He is to give notice 


of detention to the owner, who may 
redeem his property upon payment of 
one dollar. 
If not redeemed within 


24 hours af-er the owner is notified the 
officer may sell the cow, or other offend- 
er, after five days' notice by five writ- 
ten or printed handbills put up in con- 
spicuous places in the borough. 
The 


owner shall have the right at any 
time before the sale to redeem his 
property, upon payment of the one 
dollar and fifty cents a day per head 
for feed and attention to cattle. 
The 


surplus of sale, if any, is to be paid to 
the owner of the animal which is sold 
The ordinance does not apply to 
"horses, cattle, sheep or hogs which 
have escaped by accident, or are run- 
ning at large without any neglect, or 
bad management, on the part of the 
owners."

Has Been Made By the Public 


Schools of the County. 


I N T E R E S T I N G FACTS 


Gleaned trorn Superintendent Wright's An- 


nual Keport—Increase In Teachers' 


Wages—Libraries. 


The county superintendent's annual 


report of the schools of the county for 
the year ending in June last is now 
being distributed among the directors 
and the teachers of the county. It will 
be seen from this report that along cer- 
tain lines of advancement gratifying 
progress was made during the year. 
As examples the increased enrolment, 
the improvements theaverageattend- 
ance, the higher standard of teachers' 
wages and the slight gain In the num- 
ber of visitations to schools by direc- 
tors may be mentioned. The year wit- 
nessed also the establishment at Ston- 
erstown, Liberty township, of the first 
township high school in the county; 
and in Broad Top the initial movement 
toward that centralization of rural 
schools which, when extended and com- 
bined with the high school facilities of 
which the plan admits, is destined to 
mark a new era in the development of 
our free school system. 


As there were 11,103 pupils enrolled 


in the schools of the county this year 
as against 11,007 last year, it will be 
noticed that there has been again of 
96 in the total enrolment. The average 
attendance increased 
from 7,240 to 


7,271, resulting in a gain of 2 per cent. 
in the average daily per cent, of at- 
tendance. 


The directors of the county made 


801 visits to the schools this year as 
against 
858 last year, while the 


number of schools not visited fell from

The average salary paid to male 


teachers during the past year, counting 
by districts, was S35.35. Two years 
ago the average was but 832.57, so that 
the increase since then has been, on 
the average, at the rate of almost one 
dollar per year. These facts and pros- 
pects encourage the hope that the day 
is approaching when our best teachers 
will remain with us and not go to 
other counties in quest of higher wages, 
leaving us to gather our recruits from 
the young, inexperienced and untrained 
youths just out of the very public 
schools whose standard we are trying 
to improve.

Throughout the report are many 


suggestions for the improvement of 
the schools, and the chapters on school 
libraries, the compulsory law, certifi- 
cates, heating, ventilation and light- 
ing should be of practical interest to 
all friends of popular education. It is 
noted.that the Saxton schools during 
the past year procured by their own 
exertion one hundred and thirty dol- 
lars' worth of excellent library books. 
The Stonerstown schools also raised 
seventy dollars last year for library 
purposes and the Hyndman schools 
about thirty dollars.

President Roosevelt made a vigorous 
and eloquent appeal to both parties to 
sink their differences for the common 
good of humanity,which must inevita- 
bly suffer serious hardship as a result 
of further prolongation of the strike. 
President Mitchell, of the Mine Work- 
ers' Union, promptly replied with a 
proposition to submit all differences to 
a tribunal to be appointed by the presi- 
dent, his men to go to work immedi- 
ately and to abide by the decision of 
that tribunal for a period of from one 
to five years, as the tribunal might 
direct. As was to have been expected 
from the autocratic statements of the 
operators in the past, they refused to 
recognize Mr. Mitchell or to consider 
his proposition. Their one end is to 
crush the union and nothing short of 
that will content them. They pictured, 
in lurid terms, the violence which has 
accompanied the strike and blamed the 
union for it, although it is well known 
that in every instance the union and 
its president have deplored the violence 
and, in so far as possible, have restrain- 
ed the members. Needless to say, the 
president was sorely disappointed at 
the failure of his efforts. 


It is now predicted that the presi- 


dent will take more drastic measures 
to end the strike and will possibly call 
congress in special session. Just what 
congress will be asked to do, if so call- 
ed, is not made clear. The operators, 
although constituting a combine in 
violation of the law, are the absolute 
owners of the coal mines and it is ques- 
tionable if, under the law, congress 
can enact legislation which will affect 
the case. The one weak point in the 
president's argument was the fact that 
Governor Stone had failed to preserve 
order in the coal districts, for that en- 
abled the operators to intimate that the 
government was in the same position 
as the strikers. President Baer practi- 
cally told the president that he had in- 
terfered in a matter that was none of 
his business and President Olyphant 
sent a representative instead of coming 
himself to the conference, while Presi- 
dent Cassett, of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, ignored Mr. Roosevelt's invita- 
tion to bo present.

The news comes from Massachusetts

thracite coal regions; also, an act wa 
passed, approved June 1, to protec 
miners In the bituminous region, pro 
viding for just arrangements in con 
nection with the 
measurement 


weighing of coal; and June 13, an ac 
was approved amending and revisin, 
the general bituminous mining law 
creating additional inspectors and pro 
viding means for securing the healtl 
and safety of miners. At the session 
of 1SS5 there was still further revis 
ion of the bituminous laws, approve* 
June 30. On the same date, Governo: 
Pattison affixed his signature to an ac 
providing for the health and safety 
of anthracite miners, this law being 
the result of the work of the commis 
sion appointed by him two years pre- 
viously. 
It provided 
for seven In 


epectors, examining boards, and strin 
gent regulations for the ventilation 
and 
protection of 
workers at al 


times. 


At the session of 1891, Governo 


Pattlaon approved, June 2, a supple- 
mental act affecting the anthracite 
miners. At the same session, May 2 
he approved an act protecting 
th 


wages of miners, laborers and farm 
workers. At the session of 1893 
bituminous laws were again revised 
and approved, May 15. On June 9 
1891, Governor Pattison signed the ac 
providing for the abolition of com 
pany stores. In every way possible 
the present Democratic candidate for 
governor showed his sympathy with 
wise and just efforts to promote the 
best interests of coal miners and al 
tlasses of workmen.

Wise and Just Laws. 


Act of May 24, protecting dairymen 


and the public from the sale of imi- 
tation butter an* cheese, unbranded.

AN ORDINANCE TO PREVENT HORSES. 
CATTLE, SHEEP AND BOGS FROM 
RUNNING AT LARGE WITHIN THE 
BOROUGH OP BEDFORD. 
Be it enacted by the Burgess and Town 


Council of the Borough of Bedford, Penn- 
sylvania: 


1. That on and after the 7th day of Oc- 


tober, 1902, it shall not be lawful for horses, 
cattle, sheep or hogs to run at large in said 
Borough. 


2. That it shall be the duty of the Con- 


stable of said Borough to take op and detain 
any horses, cattle, sheep or hogs found run- 
ning at large in any street, square or alley 
in said Borough, and immediately, or as 
soon thereafter as convenient, give notice 
of said detention to the owner or owners 
thereof, who may come and redeem hi-, or 
her property upon payment of one dollar 
to the Constable. 


H 
If horses, cattle, sheep or hogs thus 


taken up and detained by the Constable are 
not redeemed within twenty-four hours 
after notice to owner or owners thereof by 
the payment of one dollar, as aforesaid, 
and the necessary expenses for feed, it shall 
be lawful for said Constable to proceed to 
sell the same after five davs' notice by five 
written or printed hand bills, put up in c< n- 
spicuous places in said Borough Tbe owner 
or owners shall have the right to redeem 
his, her or their property at any time before 
sale, upon the payment of the one dollar 
aforeaaid, and fifty cents per day per head 
for feed and attention to same. 


4 Said penalty, and all necessary costs 


and expensis, sball be paid out of proceeds 
of sale, the surp'us, if any, to ba returned 
to the o^ner, or owners, of said property. 
Upon the refusal of said owner, or owners, 
to accept the said surplus, the same shall 
thereupon become the general funds of oaid 
Borough 


5. The costs of pale shall lie regulated 


and computed as costs for similar services 
are provided iii the general fee bill for con- 
stables. This is not to interfere with the 
Constable's right to the one dollar for de- 
tention and fiUy cants per day per head for 
feed and attention, 


(i. This ordinance shall not apply to 


horses, cattle, sheep or hogs which have 
escaped by accideut.or are running at large 
without any npglect, or bal management, 
on the part of the owners 
JOBN L. MCLAUGHLIN, Pres.
